Under the proposals, the library would 
keep its current historic frontage dating 
from 1903 along with other important 
features of the building. But there would 
also be glassed ‘spine’ linking the front 


of the building with new facilities at the 
rear. These include a cafe and library with 
a roof terrace, linked to fitness spaces at 
the back of the site, with a racket hall 
and a performance studio space in the 
basement. New trees, parking spaces for 
disabled people and a cycle park are also 
included. 

The plans follow a 
series of meetings 
between the 

council and local 
organisations and 
are in line with 
what residents and 
businesses want for the area. Included 
in the project is a new combined library 
and leisure services complex while space 
not being used in the current library 
may be adapted for other uses.

THE MISSING link of the 
Thames Path will be 
complete by spring next year 
allowing riders and walkers 
to cross the borough on a 
traffic-free route while they 
enjoy picturesque views of 
the River Thames. 

The council has secured an 
extra £1 50,000 from Transport 
for London (TfL) towards a 
scheme to provide a cycle and 
footpath along the Thames 
Path between the Thames 
Barrier and King Henry Wharf. 
Cyclists and pedestrians 
are currently diverted from 
the path along a stretch of 
the Woolwich Road but the 


plans mean they will be able 
to follow an unbroken route 
along the riverside through 
Royal Greenwich. 

Plans for the new route fall 
into two phases: 

• a ramp from Warspite 
Road, along the top of 
the flood defence wall 
at Cable Wharf and back 
down to the existing 
Thames Path; 

• another ramp from the 
Thames Barrier site to 
Bowater Road, and from 
there, an upgrade of 
Bowater Road providing a 
safe, car-free environment 
to Warspite Road. 


Work on the new route 
should be completed by 
March 2017. 

Welcoming the TfL funding, 
Cllr Danny Thorpe, the 
council's cabinet member for 
regeneration and transport 
(pictured right with Peter 
May from Greenwich Cyclists) 
said: "This cash enables us 
to continue to make the 
borough safer and more 
pleasant for pedestrians 
and cyclists, and it will help 
our goal to get more people 
cycling safely. Cycling and 
walking are not only good 
for your health but are better 
for the environment."

Council tax 
increase 
safeguards 
social care 

FRONTLINE services, and particularly social 
care, are being protected by a package of 
financial measures including an increase in 
council tax - the first in nine years. 

The package is set to be agreed at a meeting 
of the council tomorrow (Wednesday, 
February 24). The final council tax rate 
will depend on the GLA (Greater London 
Authority) element of council tax, which 
was due to be agreed yesterday (Monday). 


If as expected, the proposal to cut the GLA 
precept is ratified, council tax for 2016/1 7 
will rise by 1.58%. 

This will mean a bill for the average. Band 
D, property in the royal borough rising by 
£20.1 4 per year, or less than 39 pence per 
week, from April. Proposals in the budget 
include ring-fenced funding for adult social 
care and extra spending on children's social 
care. A four-year programme of savings 
aimed at protecting important frontline 
services is also proposed. 

Council leader Cllr Denise Hyland said part of 
the need to increase council tax was due to 
changes in local government funding. 
"Council tax in Greenwich has been at the 
same level since 2008/9 but demand for care 
services continues to rise and we must make 
sure we show financial prudence to ensure 
we can continue to meet this need," she said.

Funding boost for innovative arts groups 


THE arts scene in the royal borough 
has received a further boost with 
two major grants from Arts Council 
England. 

Blackheath Halls has been given almost 
£500,000 towards restoration of its Great 
Hall while Emergency Exit Arts will 
receive £243,600 to develop its current 
home at Rothbury Hall in Greenwich. 

The awards follow the news last week 
of a new partnership between the 
council and Dash Arts to create a new 
cultural quarter on the Royal Arsenal in 
Woolwich. 

Emergency Exit Arts was formed in 
1980 and has become renowned for its 
outdoor spectacular performances and 
events, enjoyed by more than 700,000 
people around the UK each year. 

Last year it organised the Blackheath 
fireworks display to much acclaim. 

The new funding will be used to develop

Rothbury Hall into a centre with state- 
of-the-art equipment for around 150 
creative artists. 

Artistic director Deb Mullins said: “We 
are delighted that Arts Council England 
has supported us with such a generous 
grant. It will really help us buy specialist 
making tools and equipment so that we 
can continue to engage communities, 
enhance places and astonish audiences 
throughout the UK with work created at 
our home in Greenwich.” 

Blackheath Halls is a grade II listed 
concert hall dating back to 1895 and the 
grant will be used for renovations to the 
Great Hall and its back-stage area. 

Welcoming the funding, general 
manager Keith Murray said: “This 
grant will ensure that Blackheath Halls 
continues to thrive for many years 


to come and remains at the heart of 
performing arts in south east London.” 

The grants were part of a £1 million- 
plus award from Arts Council England 
(ACE) towards capital projects in south 
London. 

Cllr Denise Scott-McDonald, the 
borough’s cabinet member for culture 
and creative industries, said: “The 
council supports these art groups which 
deliver high quality work and community 
engagement programmes across the 
borough. This funding will undoubtedly 
help them to enhance their offering to 
local audiences and the surrounding 
community and is recognition of the 
strength of our cultural scene.”

Police cadets honoured by Met Commissioner 


TWO police cadets from Royal Greenwich 
have been highly commended and 
presented with awards by Met Police 
Commissioner Sir Bernard Hogan-Howe. 

Chawhan Nemdharry and Kyle Horner, 
both 17, received ‘Excellence in Total 
Policing’ awards after volunteering to 
help set up and run a police cadets unit in 
a borough secondary school. 

They worked with 25 challenging and 
vulnerable 11 and 12-year-olds all referred 
by the school. The award’s citation said: 
“Showing maturity far beyond their 
years and considerable patience, they 
worked with the young people teaching 
rudiments of drill and marching to instil a 
sense of pride, self-confidence, and ability 


to comply with quick instructions. Many 
of the young people responded positively 
by being instructed by people not much 
older than themselves, and incredibly, 
none dropped out.” 

Chawhan and Kyle agreed to give up two 
hours of their time each week to continue 
running the project, which has now seen 
numbers rise to 25. 

The Greenwich unit has 160 cadets, with 
junior cadets aged 10-12, and volunteer 
police cadets aged 13-18. After this they 
can apply to become a Special Constable 
or an adult volunteer. They meet at St 
Paul’s Academy once a week, 5.30pm to 
6.30pm for juniors, then 7pm to 9.30pm 
for volunteer police cadets. Other Junior 


Cadet units are based at Plumstead 
Manor, Thomas Tallis, John Roan and 
Crown Woods Schools operating as after 
school clubs. The Drum Corps practises 
on Tuesday evenings.

Plumstead’s Warehouse leisure 
centre in nearby Speranza Street, 
built in the 1960s, may have to be 
closed, with its facilities replaced 
as part of the new scheme, which is 
being funded by the sale of unwanted 
council buildings. 

The council will be working closely 
with a specialist design team, who 
have experience of dealing with 
historic buildings, and Heritage 
England. 

Cllr Danny Thorpe, the council’s 
cabinet member for regeneration and 
transport, said: 

“These proposals are a sign of the 
council’s clear commitment to invest 
in Plumstead and deliver modern 
services for local people. We have 
consulted with residents on the plans 
and are confident that these proposals 
will utilise the High Street’s full 
potential. We are determined to 
ensure that Plumstead retains and 
enhances its unique identity as a 
district centre, especially around its 
commercial core. Despite competition 
from bigger centres, internet 
shopping and out-of-town shopping 
centres, the High Street continues to 
provide a critical function as a local 
town centre.”

BUSINESS leaders were invited to find 
out the benefits of supporting their 
staff in leading a healthy lifestyle at an 
event earlier this month. 

Hosted by the council, the re-launch of 
the Greenwich Healthy Business Network 
was an opportunity to celebrate the 
success of companies which have already 
signed up to promote health and wellbeing 
among their workforces. 

Nine businesses from the borough have 
achieved the London Healthy Workplace 
Charter in the last year, recognising their 
commitment to the health of their staff. 
Seven more organisations signed up to 
find out more about the scheme at the 
event. 

The charter assessment process includes 
aspects such as healthy eating, smoking, 
physical activity, mental health, and 
alcohol and substance misuse. 

Among the nine companies which 
achieved the charter were Charlton 
Triangle Homes and Balfour Beatty. 

Nigel Pierce, associate director at 
Charlton Triangle Homes, said signing 
up to the charter and recognising the 
gaps in their existing practices had been 
transforming. 

“It has made a huge difference. It gave us 


the opportunity to review what we already 
had in place and where the holes were,” he 
said, adding that they found they needed 
to do more in the area of mental health 
and physical activity. 

One of the results of the review is an 
ambitious challenge to ‘cycle’ the 2,239 
miles from London to Marrakesh. 

Staff - and any visitors they can 
persuade - are achieving the feat using a 
static bicycle at the office, or on foot using 
pedometers, to clock up the miles. A week 
ago they had got as far as Toulouse in 
south-west France! 

They are also using the challenge as 
a fund-raiser for Great Ormond Street 
Hospital. 

“Everyone is supporting each other and 
the knock-on effect is quite huge,” Mr 
Pierce said. 

Representatives from 37 organisations 
attended last week’s event, part of which 
focussed on alcohol and substance misuse 
in the workplace and the challenges this 
can present. 

The morning, held at Mitre Passage 
in Greenwich peninsula, was hosted 
by councillors Sizwe James and David 
Gardner, and included presentations by 
the Greater London Authority and Bridge 
Mental Health.

6,000 have 
signed up 
to reduce 
energy bills 

MORE residents have signed up for 
lower fuel prices in the latest round 
of the Big London Energy Switch. 

They have joined the 6,000-plus people 
who have joined the scheme since it 
started in the borough in 2013, enabling 
them to get a better deal on their gas and 
electricity bills. 

Households in the October round of the 
switch saved an average of £290 on their 
annual bills. 

The scheme is a collective switching 
scheme run by Greenwich and a number 
of other London councils. The larger the 
number of people that sign up, the more 
the energy companies can be encouraged 
to lower their prices. 

Once they have registered, households 
will receive details of how much money 
they can save, although there is no

UNIVERSAL Credit, the 
single benefit that will 
replace six other benefits, is 
gradually being rolled out 
across the country and will 
be paid direct into people’s 
Post Office or bank accounts. 

But for people who do not have 
an ordinary bank account, or 
who been unable to get one 
because they have a low credit 
rating, a new type of ‘basic’ 
account is being introduced by 
the high street banks. 

A basic bank account offers 
people a place to store their 


money and pay money from, 
without overdraft facilities or 
any interest. Most basic bank 
accounts will give customers 
a debit card, so they can make 
payments in shops and online, 
and can set up direct debits. 

The basic bank accounts have 
been free of all charges since 
January 1. They are offered by 
Barclays, the Co-operative Bank, 
HSBC, Lloyds Banking Group 
(Bank of Scotland, Halifax and 
Lloyds), National Australia 
Group (Clydesdale Bank and 
Yorkshire Bank), Nationwide, 
RBS Group (NatWest, Royal 


Bank of Scotland and Ulster 
Bank), Santander, TSB and 
Virgin Money. 

People have to go online to 
claim Universal Credit, and here 
in Royal Greenwich, support 
is available to help people cope 
with the changes. All claims 
will need to made online, and 
every claimant will have his 
or her own online account. 
People without easy access to a 
computer can use the computers 
available in the borough’s 
libraries. 

Universal Credit is designed 
for people who are unemployed, 
or who are too ill to work, or who 
are in work but on a low income. 
Universal Credit will replace 
income-based Jobseeker’s 
Allowance, Housing Benefit, 
Working and Child Tax Credit, 
income-related Employment 
and Support Allowance, and 
Income Support. 

Universal Credit is being 
introduced gradually and will 
eventually be the main benefit 
claimed by people who are of 
working age, with other means- 
tested benefits such as tax 
credits being gradually phased 
out.. In Royal Greenwich the 
first stage has now begun. The 
first people to be affected are 
new single claimants who are 
unemployed. 

People who are claiming 
Universal Credit no longer 
have to make a separate claim 
for Housing Benefit. Instead, 
help towards rent will be paid 
as part of Universal Credit. 
However, the Universal Credit 


that is to help with rent will 
be paid direct to the claimant 
rather than to their council or 
housing association landlord, so 
tenants will now be responsible 
for paying their own rent in the 
same way that private tenants 
already are. However, if rent 
arrears build up for eight weeks 
or more, then the landlord 
can ask for the payment to be 
made direct - this applies to 
private landlords as well as 
council and housing association 
landlords. 

Universal Credit will not be 
paid for the first seven days, 
and it will then be paid monthly, 
in arrears. This means that it 
will usually take six weeks for 
people to get their money, but an 
advance payment can be made 
in some circumstances. 

Cllr Denise Scott McDonald, 
the council’s cabinet member for 
community wellbeing, said: 

“This is a big change to benefits, 
and the council wants to support 
people as much as possible.”

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SHOT put and discus star Divine 
Oladipo from Abbey Wood is setting 
her sights on representing Great 
Britain in the Under-20s at the World 
Juniors championships, in Russia in 
July. 
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Divine sets her sights on July championships 


Divine, 17, has already triumphed this 
year in four competitions. On February 
7, she came second in the U20 shot put at 
the Welsh International Championships in 
Cardiff, competing against senior athletes. 
Then just a week later, she won a silver 
medal at the England Athletics Under-20s 
national championships in Sheffield with a 
throw of 13.46 metres. 

Last month Divine came first in both 
the Under 20 and senior South of England 
Championships where set a personal best of 
13.96m. 

These achievements make her the number 
four woman shot-putter in the UK, and 


number one for the Under-20s. The Starting 
Blocks athlete competes for Blackheath and 
Bromley Harriers and trains at Sutcliffe 
Park three days a week, as well as training 
at Eltham Gym on Mondays and Fridays. 

The Starting Blocks charity was set up 
by the royal borough to support aspiring 
young athletes with the costs of training 
and competing. 

Divine told GT: “I am pleased with what I 
am doing based on how I did last year, but I 
would like to go further, so I’m now training 
more. I’m hoping to get selected for the 
World Juniors in July. It really helps that 
my mum Stella and my sister, nine-year-old 
Precious, come along and support me when 
I complete. It makes it so much easier for me 
to have someone out there supporting me.”
